10w4 Per Cent of Employees in Cotton 
Mills Under Sixtsen Ysara Old. 

Washin^'tou.— Of the 387,771 persons 
onployed in the cotton goods indostry 
In 1900 In the United States, 89,306, or 
10.4 per cc'iit. wore children under six- 
teen years of age and half of them 
girls, according to a final xvffOit of the 
census boreao. Alabama. North and 
Sonth Carolina employ I'J per cent of 
cliildron and Massachusetts 5.7 per 
cent These chiidreu worked on an 
average «f frasi flfty-fonr to sixty 
hours a week. 

The 1,31:4 establishments in the in- 
dustry produced $628,391,813 vrortl\, of 
goods. The cost of materials totaled 
$371000.470, and the total paid in sal- 
aries and wages was .$147,270,903.

j A groat many farmers are beginning 
to use tankage. I find it beneficial and 
1 in a large degree profitable where hogs 
are kept, wittas H. W. Swope hi the 
! American Agriculturist. There isn't 
anything about good tankage or meat 
meal that la ta aay way taiJwIoM to 
hogs, whether young or old. Qaod 
takage contains over 50 per cent pto- 
tein, and for that reason it answcfsaa 
important qnestlon in animal economy. 
It Is a good feed to ase with com and 
highly palatable. It need not be fed 
in large qaantitles. and. especially 
when beg iMfla g to flMd taaiwee, oaa 
i part tankage to about ten parts of com 
is a very satisfactory ration. 

Tankage li animal matter fmn 
which the grease and oU have been ex- 
tracted. This consists of meat scraps 
and bone from meat markets and pack- 
ing booses picked op fresh in a large 
tank and tiMvomlily cooked at a Vtg^ 
temperature. The grease is removed 
from the surface and tankage is then 
dried thoroughly, after which it Is 
groond. screened and placed in hags 
for shipment. The high temperature 
employed in < (joking destroys all dis- 
ease germs that might be present. 
Tankage, the r efore, all sammed op is a 
pure, safe feed for hogs. It contains 
S to 10 per cent moisture, and in a 
good, dry place it can ba kept far an 
indefinite period of time. 

I have fed tankage to hogs of all 
ages for several years now and with 
excellent results in every case. With 
the high cost of feed a little tankage 
fed with the reenlar ration to the 
bogs each day wiU t)e found a good 
feed laia aUiMUiL The cost of feeding 
tankage seems to increase a trifle ev- 
ery year, but I am sure it will pay all 
who can use it to do so as long as the 
price is as reasonable as It is today, 
considering its protein contents com- 
pared with other feeds. 

Tankage may be fed dry. either alone 
or with grain ratkMia. I have fband 
it very satisfactory in a thin slop 
One station says that a ration made 
up of one part tankage and six or 
eight parts com has proved to be the 
most satisfactory, and a greater gain 
per 100 pounds was sacmed la 
manner of feeding.

It has been recently discovered thnf 
well hogs may be treated (vaccinated/ 
with hog cholera serum so that they 
will not take the disease if exp o sed 
later.

A Quick Growing Pig. 

I bought a Oiuroc Jersey pig on 
March 1. ma The pig was two and 

one-half months old ond weighed twen- 
ty pounds, writes a Louisiana farmer 
in the Farm and Home. 

The first month I fed one pint of 
chops mixed with the same amount of 
wheat shorts and half a gallon of 
swiU three times a day. The second 
montk I added one pint of diopa and a 
quart of swill, making si.x pints of 
chops, three pints of shorts and nine 
quarts of swill per day. I fed the same 
amonntof food up till May 19. Then I 
began feeding two pints of both chops 
' and shorts and a gallon of swill three 
times per day. My pig stays in a Ber- 
muda grass pasture all the time and 
has plenty of fresh water. The first two 
weeks my pig gained fifteen pounds, 
April 14 he weighed sixty pounds. 
April 29 he weighed ninety pounds, on 
July 11 he weighed 225 ponnds, a gain 
of 205 pounds since the 1st of March; 
Aug. 20 Prince weighed 316 pounds 
and on Sept. 16 Prince waa BtaM aoatbs 
eidaad w^hed 391 pounds.

There are several dilferent methods 
for Immanizing hogs or making then 
immune to cholera. Immimization 
consists In bringing alH>nt the presence 
of what are «alled imninne bodies in 
the blood. They enable the animal to 
resist such chcrtera gemw as cvtev the 
system These immune f)odies are 
present in the blood of h<>irs that have 
recovered from cholera. Sueh animaia 
are sometimes called "Immunes." 

A hog that has been treated with 
hog cholera serum without exposure f«» 
cholera at the same time does nut 
fonn any protective mih»tances or In- 
mnne bodies of irs own. ft is render 
ed immune for a short time (three 
weeks to two months), due to the pres- 
ence of the protective snbstancca in- 
jected. Such treatment is known as 
the sin;:le i>;- "sernin nnly" tnetlmd. 

When it is desired to make a hog 
pemaBcntly bumnne and there la a» 
cholera yet in the herd it Is necessary 
that hog cholera germs be introduced 
into his system simultaneou.«ly with 
the s«rnm, which protects the hoe 
Arom the cholera serms Injected. Thte 
is acoomplishe^l by the intro«lnction 
into the hog's body of a small amount 
of Tims. Virus Is tho gem laden 
blood obtnine«l from a hog sick with 
cholera. It is in.ie<"ted at the snnie 
time with the scium. !>r.t with a sep- 
arate syringe. By this method the hog 
Is enabled to develop enou g h pro te ct 
tlve sr.hstances of its own to render it 
permanently immune. This is known

man raeeabo iafai a msasure re- 
sponsible for every advance in 
civilizatim. Among the changes 
that have come there is no work 
more commendate than that of 
the federation of Women's clubs. 

One great object of the organ- 
ization is education, the educa- 
tion of themselves first and the 
education of public opinion imme- 
diately after. To assist in the 
work of industrial and social con- 
ditions among those who toil, to 
attempt to solve the question of 
proper housing, to influence and 
secure legislation that shall 
grant to every child the rights of 
childhood to insist that laws al- 
ready secured shall be enforced. 

"The wheels of evolution have 
brought the human race of the 
twentieth century up to great 
heights, the price of such rapid 
advancement must be paid, that 
the cost be less terrible, the con- 
serving influence of organized 
womanhood is needed. Conser- 
vation in its highest and truest 
sense — conservation oU life, of 
liberty, of happiness, conserva- 
tion of dvic and private import, 
conservation of itebest and high- 
est functions of womanhood that 
shall make her in very truth the 
c(mserver of al! that is host in 
oar advancing oiviBatkm, the 
ursaervsr of all that ia good in 
the civilization of the past and 
help meet in the dafly battlesof 
life whieh is constantly going on 
aboot thsm. These are sane of 
tl|e answers which may truthfol-

"They are teaching 
their children that he who 
ruleth his own spirit is greater 
than he that taketh STcity— incul- 
cating the principle that history 
in its true meaning is not merely 
an account of war an^ bloodshed, 
but a record of the development 
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of civilization, of education, ofj 
science, of law, of political in- 1 
stitutions and that good p itizen- i 
ship is the highest gift of man- 
hood or womanhood. Therefore 
organized womanhood ia a dvic 
force of unliBiited powor. 

"Looking oat over the great 
work abeady puahed to a suc- 
cessful issoe, looking at the ser- 
vice abeady rendered hmaanity, 
one searcdy darea to tliinkof the 
result of concerted action and 
well defined effort on tiie part of 
an organization of more than 
half andUion women. A join- 
ing of hands under proper direc- 
tion* tiie Mending together of 
willing minds, a united effort for 
civic righteousness are tiie part 
of such an organization aa ours.

"Yet we are only in the thresh-^ 
hold of a future that thrills us 

with great possibilities, poasibili- 
ties of fellowship, when separa- 
titm was, of love where hatred 
of light where physical, 
and qriritual darkness 
was, of agreement and equality 
where divisions and traditions 
had built up walls of destruction 
and lines of caste. This beauti-

TESTWe DAIRY COWS. 

Value of a Milk Produosr Can Be As- 
certained in No Other Way. 
The dairy farmer who Is not testing 
his cows and who does not know what 

they have done for hiru in actual dol- 
lars and cents is guessing, and gueeaee 
at tiM beet are Inaoenrate: 

The methods of weighing, sampling 
and testing the milk of the individual 
dairy herd lias been explained time 
and again, says the Kansas Farmer. 
As a matter of fact it does require a 
good deal of time to do this. stJite- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Howerer, the time expended in arriv- 
ing at the relative merits of each cow 
and of the herd as compared with oth- 
v berdi will well repay for the time 
expended. It is absolutely impossible 
for any man to guess at the profit of 
the individual cow. All signs of eco- 
nomical milk production fail in the 
case of the dairy cow. 

If a farmer does not feel dispoeed to 
do this testing himself he can afford 
to organise his neighbors with himself 
Into a cow testing? association. Under 
the testing assoc iation plan $1 a year 
will pay for the testing of each cow. 
and this is money well expended. The 
testing of dairy cows, viewed from 
elandpoint is inexpensive.

Ten Shorthorn and ten Abevdeeii 

Angus cows were fed 140 days at tbe 

Pennsylvania station on onailaire and 
cottonseed meal alone, says tbe Iowa 
noBi— tead These eewa cgawieS ap- 

proximately sixty pounds of ensilage 
and one pound of cottonseed meal per 
head daily. During this period thv 

uudc an average dailj gabl of LI? 

pounds per bead. 

The ensilage was fed twice a day 
and tbe cottonseed meal once dally. 
There was less than 1 per cent waste 
In feeding in this manner. These 
cows were allowed to run loose In a 
■hed tliat was w^ bedded, tiie «peri- i 
ment lasting from Dec. 1 to April 19. 

It required four tons of silage to 
winter each cow in this mannw, this 
being equivalent to one-half acre of 
com yielding forty bushels per acre 
or one-third of an acre of corn It the 
land produced at tbe rate of sixty 
basliels per acre. Gompntliig ensilage 
at ?;.'j.riO per ton the cost of wintering 
the twenty cows on ensilage was $2S0 
or $14 per bead. In addition tbe cows 
consumed cottonseed meal to the value 
of $42. With this item included the 
average cost i)er bead wa.s approxi- 
mately $16.

I It may be of interest to know that 
I 8,840 pounds of manure were produced 
duriug the 140 day period by each 
cow. This computed at $1JS0 per ton 
means a value of $6.63. As each cow 
gained 104 pounds In weight this in- 
crease of 5 f^euts a pound amounts to 
$8.20. It Is true that this added 
weight has In reality no intrinsic Tslnc 
unless the cow is marlceted, but it do',!s 
mean that tbe cow goes on to tbe grass 
in a good fleshy conditlmi. 

Those of our rentiers who have a 
supply of ensilage at hand might profit 
by a perusal of tbe results obtained in 
this instance. If an experiment sta- 
tion can obtain these economical re- 
sults on cusilage and a small amount 
of cottonseed meal daily there is no 
reason why there win not bo a similar 
outcome if the samo plan is carried 
out under averafa farm conditions. 



PROPAGATING SHRUBS. 

Garden Work Is Never Over — It Is a 
Continuous Performance. 
When the late flowors baro boea cut 

down by the frosts It might be pre- 
sumed that the time for garden activi- 
tleo is orer. B«t ao a fact, garden 

work is never over. It is one continu- 
ous performance that anticipates sea- 
sons by months, and ti, this early prep- 
aration Is due the success of onr sum- 
mer gardens When the tulips are put 
into tbe ground tbe winter is marching 
along fast, bat tbero is work to be 
done just at this time wfalA wtO boar 
fruit tbe next summer. 

Just before tlM groaiid freeaes hard 
CO vol- up a pif-ce with leaves or litter, 
or anything that will keep out the 
frost, for It is in tills gronnd that any 
of the shmbB f<Nr wUdl yon may bsro 
a fancy are to l)e propagated. 

Do you want hydrangeas or weigia 
or prtrot or dogwood or forsytiilaT If 
you care f"r those now is your chance 
to get a great many for almost nothing. 
With a sliarp Icnif e make as many cut- 
tings as yon want plants and throw In 
20 per cent for good measure. Bury 
these cuttings all but two inches and 
by spring they will be young plants 
ready to plant oat This is what is 
called "sweating," or making little 
sticks into large bushes under tbe 
snow. 

The qneotiim of getting stock is sim- 
ple. No OBO would refuse you permis 
slon to tako a few sticks off their by 
drangeas or other shrubs in the middle 
of the winter. Stock is possible if one 
has a sharp knif& The handiest and 
most satisfactory way to proceed is as 
foDows: Make a trench about fmir- 
tecn inches deep, and long enough to 
accommodate all the cuttings you 
make. Make tbe cuttingB a WOm long- 
er than the trench la deep and pot 
them in the trench either singly or In 
bundles, and pa< k tlu; earth hard aboat 
tbem. Ck>Ter well witb enough leaves 
to ke^ out the frost 

When the frost has gone out of tht. 
ground throw back the blanket from 
your cuttings and toko them out On 
tile ends of fully SO per cent of all you 
put in the ground will l)e found swol- 
len rings, and from these will start the 
roots that are to make plants of the 
sticks. Now separate the cuttings and 
plant them in their [iroper locations, 
and it will not be long before yoa hare 
the pleosnro of seeing leares spnmt 
This Is profitable winter work, making 
possible a stock of choice things for 
which there Is always use aboat a 
house.— Country Gentleman.

Cutter Is salted primarily because 
the popular taste demands it and in- 
cidentally for Its preservatire effects, 
although the latter are not very mark- 
ed.
